Resource center focuses on 
substance abuse challenges

Sekre help for drug or alcohol problems 
isn’t always easy. Tackling the difficult 
challenge of dealing with substance abuse is 
more comfortable though when the environ- 
ment is confidential and pressure-free. 

The Agawam Addiction Resource Center 
(AARC) approaches addiction and substance 
abuse in a productive, non-threatening manner 
to encourage individuals to discuss their issues 
and find answers to their questions. 

AARC recently reopened in the Agawam 
High School cafeteria on Wednesday nights 
from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. Agawam Police Officer 
Robert Burke — the AHS school resource officer 
— oversees the center’s operation. He stressed 
that its goal is to help people, not to judge them 
or to arrest them. All the officers wear plain- 
clothes as part of the center’s low-key format. 

“Some people don’t seek help because they 
don’t know where to go. Others may be afraid 
or they may feel too embarrassed to ask for help. 
That’s why we’re here,” said Burke. “AARC is 
a drop in center. There are no formal meetings. 
The atmosphere is relaxed, anonymous, and 
confidential. We want people to visit the center 
so we can guide them in making the connec- 
tions they need to get the right kind of help.” 

The center’s drop-in format is unique to 
Agawam and it has reams of material. Burke 
has collected brochures, booklets, pamphlets 
and other materials from a variety of agencies 
to distribute at the center. This makes it pretty 
much a one-stop resource center for people 
with an addiction or for those looking to help 
someone who may have an addiction.

'No parking' 
signs approved 
for Moore Street

AGAWAM -The city council voted unani- 
mously at its Oct. 1 hearing to allow no park- 
ing signs along specific sections of Moore 
Street following a Sept. 24 meeting between 
the council’s Community Relations Commit- 
tee and residents of Moore Street and nearby 
Valley Street. 

The “no parking” zones will ensure the 
safe ingress and egress of vehicular traffic on 
Moore Street for the safety of those residents 
living and traveling there. 

According to the Community Relations 
Committee meeting minutes, which were 
distributed to city councilors prior to the 
vote, a request was made by a resident of 
Valley Street to place a dead end sign at three 
locations along Moore Street because people 
would drive down Moore and Valley streets 
not knowing there was no through-way. At 
one time, it was reported that there was a “no 
exit” sign by the guard rail near the intersec- 
tion of Moore and Church streets, but it had 
been taken down. 

The Community Relations Committee in- 
vited the residents present at the meeting to 
provide their opinion in regards to making 
both side of Moore Street a no parking zone. 

One citizen — who was not identified in the 
minutes — spoke in opposition of the no park- 
ing signs because his mother conducts a mas- 
sage business out of her home and her cus- 
tomers park along Moore Street. But it was 
pointed out that her operating such a business 
in that area may violate local zoning laws and 
further, the width of Moore Street cannot ac- 
commodate on-street parking while allowing 
for the safe transit of vehicles on the road. 

After discussion, the Community Relations

Getting back to budget basics 
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AGAWAM - Coyote Realty has 
confirmed that the Wendy’s proj- 
ect 1s finally moving forward and 
that work on the physical plant 
at 1340 Springfield St. has begun 
with the foundation being poured 
last month. 

After nearly two years of legal 
battles with neighboring Phipps 
Liquor Store, whose property is 
owned by Sprocket Realty, resi- 
dents will likely be able to patron- 
ize the popular fast-food restaurant 
in a matter of months. 

Jay Lefebrve of Coyote Realty 
confirmed there were some delays 
on the part of Wendy’s due to is- 
sues with design of the interior. 

“We received the decision in 
March of this year,’ Lefebrve said. 
“Then we had to go through the 
30-day appeal period. From there, 
Wendy’s did some changes to the 
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Planning Board with those chang- 
es, Lefebrve said. They made two 
visits to the board before finalizing 
the design, which is set to up in 
line with the modernized café-type 
displays McDonald’s now has at 
their Suffield Street location. 

“It’s going to be a nice, cozy 
place,” said Lefebrve. “There will 
be over-stuffed chairs and Wi-Fi 
throughout the restaurant. It’s go- 
ing to come out really nice.” 

Construction began about two 
weeks ago with the foundation 
and other preliminary work being 
done. Lefebrve said paving will 
be taking place in approximately 
three weeks if everything stays on 
schedule. The corporation is plan- 
ning a mid-December opening, 
one they were hoping for about 
two years ago. 

The original delays started in 
October 2010 when Sprocket Re- 
alty filed a lawsuit against the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which 
granted Wendy’s the right to have 
a drive-thru window at their res- 
taurant.

ormulating Agawam’s school 
budget — 50 percent of the 
town’s total budget — isn’t rocket 
science, but it’s still a fairly com- 
plicated process that encompasses 
a myriad of factors. 
Superintendent William Sapelli 
gave a brief but concise overview 
of the budgeting process — a sort 
of “CliffsNotes” study guide ver- 
sion of school financing — when 
he addressed the Agawam Rotary 
Club at its weekly meeting Oct. 3. 
Sapelli, who starts next year’s bud- 
get preparations later this month, 
was the guest speaker during a 
luncheon for nearly 40 Rotarians 
at the Crestview Country Club. 
One of the first things to under- 
stand about the budget, he said, is 
that the state plays a major role in 
establishing the amount of funding 
needed for local schools by requir- 
ing — and setting — a “foundation” 
level for every town and city. Aga- 
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Agawam School Superintendent William Sapelli uses 
a graph to show how a $400,000 state grant is making 
a difference in the classroom by increasing the number 
of AHS students who received qualifying scores on Ad- 
vanced Placement exams since 2010. He spoke at the 
Oct. 3 meeting of the Agawam Rotary Club. 


wam’s foundation is currently $22 

million. It also receives $18 mil- 

lion in state education aid — known 

as Chapter 70 funds. 

Complex state funding formulas 
Agawam’s total school expen- 

diture, or “roughly” $40 million, 


is the current amount the state has 
determined the town needs for edu- 
cation. Sapelli said while amounts 
vary from community to commu- 
nity, the state uses several complex 
funding formulas to calculate the

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Stretch code fails to gain support

AGAWAM - City Councilors opted not 
to support a resolution to accept the Mas- 
sachusetts Stretch Energy Code in Agawam, 
despite public hearing support from mem- 
bers of the town’s Energy Commission. 

The Stretch Code is an optional part of 
the state’s building code that would require 
higher levels of energy efficiency in new 
buildings and major renovations than is re- 
quired by the base code. While more strin- 
gent than the base code, the energy efficien- 
cy standards contained in the Stretch Code 
is expected to lower the total lifetime energy 
costs of building ownership and operation. 

The adoption of the Stretch Code is 
one of the requirements for the town to 
qualify as a “Green Community” under 
the state’s Green Communities Act, which 
set aside a state fund for grants to local 
communities for energy efficiency initia- 
tives. The grants are funded by a cap-and- 
trade auction on carbon emissions and are 
split evenly among eligible communities. 
To date, 103 cities and towns from all regions 
of the state, ranging in population from 393 
to 617,594 residents, are now designated as 
Commonwealth “Green Communities.” 

Adopting the Stretch Code was the only 
impediment to applying for Green Commu- 
nity status for the town and receiving grant 
money from the state. The code is one of five 
criteria that the town must meet in order to 
submit its application. The four other criteria 
have already been adopted. 

But city officials balked at the idea of 
adopting the Stretch Code — for the second 
time in as many years. It rejected the code 
back in 2010, and Agawam lost out on ap- 
proximately $225,000 for its proposed proj- 
ects, Energy Commission member and for- 
mer city councilor Jill Messick told Agawam 
Advertiser News this summer. According to 
Messick, the Stretch Code standard that the 
council rejected two years ago became part 
of the state building code this July. 
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“Builders are required by the state to 
meet what was the stretch code,’ Messick 
said during the public hearing portion of the 
council’s Oct. 1 meeting. 

She pointed out that the arguments she has 
heard against the stretch code from coun- 
cilors include that another layer of govern- 
ment would be created. In addition, she said, 
councilors expressed worry that the funding 
would dry up. 

“Funding is very, very stable,’ Messick 
said. “It’s not coming from the taxpayers, 
it’s coming from the greenhouse gas initia- 
tive options — a cap-and-trade device. 

“In these tough economic times, I would 
very much hesitate to not pursue grant mon- 
ey ... that can be used to reduce our energy 
costs, which is a benefit for the next five to 
10 or however many years,” Messick said. 
Two other members of the Energy Com- 
mission — Joel Cummings and Jay Berger — 
spoke in favor of adopting the Stretch Code. 

Nobody spoke against the resolution. 

But councilors Paul C. Cavallo, Robert 
A. Magovern, Robert Rossi, Dennis J. Perry 
and Donald M. Rheault all expressed con- 
cern about the Stretch Code. Councilors Ce- 
cilia Calabrese, Joseph Mineo and Council 
President Christopher C. Johnson voiced 
their support. 

“It would raise the cost of the home build- 
ing industry. There are enough problems in 
Agawam right now,” said Magovern. “The 
builders lve spoken to said it would raise 
the cost of building ... I don’t see where we 
need more state regulations coming down on 
the builders to mandate things that are not 
necessary.” 

He called the initiative “Big brother com- 
ing down on our neck, telling us what we 
have to do.” 

Magovern also said he didn’t see why the 
council had to vote on the resolution if it 
would “come along in two years anyway.” 

Rossi agreed. “I don’t see where we need 
to mandate a 20 percent increase in the base- 
line of what the state requires. The Stretch 
Code is exactly what it means — it’s a stretch; 
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stretched by 20 percent.” 

He went on to say that adopting the 
Stretch Code would be “more hassle than 
it’s worth.” 

Johnson, however, said not adopting the 
code would be giving up potentially hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in grant mon- 
ey. 

“It seems ridiculous to say that we’re not 
interested in obtaining that money because 
we don’t want to ask a builder to incur a cost 
of $3,000,” Johnson said, adding, “Builders 
say they pretty much do it now anyway. In 
my mind, it seems like a no-brainer to re- 
duce the energy costs for the taxpayers of 
Agawam.” 

“To reiterate, this code makes sense,’ 
Mineo said just prior to the vote. “As Coun- 
cilor Johnson was saying, no matter what, 
it’s going to be mandated. We’re going to 
have to accept it no matter what. Might as 
well take advantage of this funding now.” 

The Stretch Code failed to pass with four 
councilors in favor, six against and one ab- 
sent.

cancer survivors living in the Unit- 
ed States right now, there’s no way wom- 
en should be forgoing a mammogram for 
any reason. 

The key to continually seeing that num- 
ber of survivors increase is early detec- 
tion. Knowledge is everything. 

Massachusetts’ mammography screen- 
ing coverage law requires private insur- 
ance companies, public employee health 
plans and Medicaid to provide coverage 
for mammograms beginning with a base- 
line between the ages of 35 and 39 and 
annual mammograms for those 40 years 
old and above. But those with a family 
history of breast cancer should talk to 
their doctor about establishing a baseline 
through a mammogram earlier. 

For those without symptoms of breast 
cancer but have been diagnosed with 
the disease via a mammogram, the can- 
cer tends to be small and confined to the 
breast, according to the American Cancer 
Society. And in this case, size matters. 

Young adults and those in their 30s are 
not exempt from being diagnosed with 
breast cancer despite the lessened risk 
that comes with their age group. Clinical 
breast exams should be performed by their 
doctors at least every three years. Young 
women should also ask their doctors to 
show them the techniques for perform- 
ing self-exams. With these exams, young 
women can establish what their breasts 
feel like and understand what is normal, 
giving then the chance to detect when 
something doesn’t feel right — at which 
point they should contact their doctor. 

Again, knowledge is everything. Oc- 
tober’s designation as National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month provides an 
opportunity for mothers to talk to their 
daughters about breast cancer and self-ex- 
ams. But the conversation about preven-

tion should not be limited to just women. 
Men, too, can be diagnosed with breast 
cancer, and they also should be kept in the 
know. 

Be good to yourself — receive a mam- 
mogram to establish a baseline if you 
have yet to do so or you’re 40 years old or 
above and have not had a mammogram. 
Pass that good onto someone else and 
urge those you love to talk to their doc- 
tors about early prevention. Knowledge 
is everything.

By zoning code, all drive-thru windows 
proposed in Agawam must receive ZBA ap- 
proval. 

But Sprocket disapproved of the project 
as a whole because it required a large paved 
parking lot shared between Phipps and the 
plaza previously on the 1340 Springfield St. 
property to be removed, making Phipps’s 
parking lot much smaller. The plaza was de- 
molished. 

Phipps argued they had what is known as 
a prescriptive easement — informal access to 
use the parking lot. Sprocket contended the 
easement went into place after several years 
of informal use. 

But earlier this year, a decision was hand- 
ed down from land court, ruling against 
Sprocket. Wendy’s was free to begin con- 
struction in March. 


Lefebrve, who said he more of a landlord 
than a developer, is pleased to finally see the 
project moving forward. 

“T’m really pumped,” he said. “I knew this 
was not going to be the easiest project, but I 
am excited to see it getting built finally.” 

Lefebrve said construction contractors are 
working against a clock for things like pav- 
ing and landscaping because it must be com- 
pleted before the colder temperatures begin. 
Paving plants usually close in mid-November 
depending on how cold the weather gets. 

Once all external work ends, interior work 
can take place during the winter. 

“I’m pretty confident they are going to get 
everything buttoned up before then and they 
will be open in late December,” he said.

Katherine Howe, New York Times best- 
selling author, recently visited the Agawam 
Public Library to promote her latest novel, 
The House of Velvet and Glass. 

The historical fiction, set in Boston’s so- 
phisticated Back Bay neighborhood in 1915, 
opens with protagonist, Sibyl Allston, down- 
heartedly stuck in her rigid | sa 
high society world while 
overcome with grief from 
the loss of her mother, Hel- 
en, and sister, Eulah, both 
passengers on the Titanic. 

“Huge disasters like the 
Titanic sinking can be over- 
Whelming to think about, 
and we can imagine that the 
event itself is the most im- 
portant part, but events of 
large enough historical scale 
are actually more important 
because of the holes they 
leave behind,’ said Howe.

historical fiction, for me, is imagining what it 
felt like to live in the past.” 

Howe, with a background in history and 
art history, guides readers with impressive 
descriptions through the interiors of opium 
dens of Boston’s Chinatown and the minute 
details of polite society’s most luxurious ad- 
dresses. She allows readers to wander safely 
into the back alleys of colonial Shanghai and 
onto the doomed decks of the 
history’s most fated ocean 
liner.

spends a large amount of time 
researching her subjects.” 
Howe’s first novel about 
the Salem witch trials, The 
Physick Book of Deliverance 
Dane, was translated into 
more than 25 languages and 


by her ignominious brother, 
Harley, and the quiet fury of her reserved fa- 
ther, Lan. 

After her brother is expelled from Harvard 
and runs off with Dovie Whistler, a mysteri- 
ous actress, Allston entrusts Benton Derby, a 
young Harvard psychology professor, to help 
her solve a dreamlike mystery amid sparks of 
romance. 

“The House of Velvet and Glass explores 
many different themes, including the ways 
that the ocean can create a fortune and can 
take it away. It also explores a moment in 
time when reality looked very different from 
the way that it looks today,” said Howe. 

Howe’s characters stand at the edge of 
the modern age, booming with science and 
technology marvels and moving pictures, 
but also in a time when opium, spiritualism 
and séances caused a split-screen between 
perception and reality. Parallax and music, 
specifically the song ‘My Melancholy Baby,’ 
often make appearances throughout Howe’s 
intricately woven story. 

“I write historical fiction and I take the re- 
search part of the process very seriously. I 
want readers to know that they will find an 
enthralling story, but one that also has some- 
thing real and true to say about life at a par- 
ticular moment in the past,” said Howe. “I 
spend a lot of time on details of dress and

ranked second on the New 
York Times bestseller list. She began work- 
ing on that manuscript while she was still a 
PhD student in American and New England 
Studies at Boston University. 

“One thing that I love about writing histor- 
ical fiction is that I get to engage in conversa- 
tions about history and literature with readers 
both in and out of the classroom,” said Howe. 
“I still teach on occasion, and am particularly 
interested in the ways that historical fiction 
either clarifies or obscures what we think we 
know about the past.” 

Howe is currently working on a New York 
City ghost story and a young adult witch 
novel loosely based on a case of conversion 
disorder that broke out in upstate New York 
last spring. 

The House of Velvet and Glass is published 
by Hyperion/Voice and is available in hard- 
cover, paperback and eBook with bonus fea- 
tures plus a Reading Group Guide with the 
author. Since the book’s April 2012 debut, 
it has already become a favorite of reading 
groups across the country.

foundation level and the amount of state aid. 

The formulas involve the number of students enrolled in 
the school district, the current rate of inflation, and the aver- 
age salary of teachers as well as combined percentages of 
local property values and average income of residents. 

The funding formulas are complicated, but the bottom line 
is that the state decides the foundation level and how much 
state aid a district receives. 

“Districts must be at or above the foundation amount,’ 
Sapelli said. “Agawam contributes $22.7 million — about 
$700,000 above its foundation.” 

He explained later that other costs associated with operat- 
ing the schools — such as employee health insurance cov- 
erage, utilities, snow plowing — are paid by the town and 
then charged back to the school department. These “‘charge 
backs” are the difference between the current $36.4 million 
school budget and the total $40 million cost for education. 

Agawam also receives several grants from the state and 
federal governments. “We constantly compete for these 
grants, but we don’t always win them,” he told the Rotary. 

Agawam doesn’t get the large amounts of money from 
competitive types of grants that are based on a district’s de- 
mographics, such as the number of minority or low-income 
students. He said urban districts, like Springfield and Holy- 
oke, typically qualify for more of this grant money. 

Agawam fares better with some federal entitlement grants, 
such as Title I (assistance for low-income students), Title II 
(teacher enhancement programs), Title HI (English language 
learners) or Title IV (drug free and safe schools), but again 
large urban districts generally receive a larger portion. 

AP grant makes a difference for students 

A state grant of up to $400,000 that Agawam applied for 
and received two years ago — the Massachusetts Math and 
Science Initiative — is now in its third and final year. Sapelli 
said the grant provides “seed?” money to help increase the 
number of students scoring three or higher on a one to five 
scale on Advanced Placement (AP) exams. 

Funds are used to provide teacher training, mentoring, 
awards, stipends, AP exam fees, as well as equipment and 
supplies for classrooms. Students who receive a qualifying a 
score of three or more on AP exams receive a check for $100 
paid directly from the grant. Teachers also receive a check 
of $100 per qualifying student — but it goes into a revolving 
account for materials or professional development. 

Sapelli said the number of high school students taking the 
AP exam has risen from 100 three years ago to 400 last year. 
The number of students receiving qualifying scores also has 
increased, from 102 in 2010 to 191 in 2012. 

“Not all students who take the exam will get a qualifying 
score, but the point is that they are pushing themselves, chal- 
lenging themselves, and moving forward. And students who 
get qualifying scores receive college credit, which is great. 
We all know what the cost of college is, so for every course 
they don’t have to take in college, that’s like money in their 
pockets.” 

Personnel costs explained 

Sapelli said the biggest chunk of his budget goes for 
school personnel costs. “Nearly 80 percent — 1f not more — is 
just for salaries.” 

He said the contract negotiated with the Agawam Educa- 
tion Association requires teachers to be paid additional mon- 
ey for higher degrees and for annual “step” level advance- 
ments on the salary schedule. With 13 steps on the salary 
schedule, teachers receive a step boost annually until they 
reach the top — or maximum -— salary level. 

“So every year, regardless of whether or not teachers get 
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a zero-percent wage increase, teachers receive additional 
money based on their years in the district or their degrees. 
Some get a double bump in salary if they’re moving to the 
next step or have just received a degree,” said Sapelli. 

He added that when the budget is presented to taxpayers 
each year, this is often the hardest part for them to under- 
stand. Sapelli said that even if nothing else had changed 
when preparing the current budget — no additional staff, no 
new textbooks, or no new resource materials — the contract 
required all eligible teachers to be paid a total of nearly 
$500,000 for step advancements or degree changes. 

Additionally, there was a contractual, across-the-board 2 
percent increase for staff. These two salary costs alone to- 
taled more than $1 million. 

Level funding ‘just doesn’t cut it’ 

“When people talk about level funding — $34 million 
the previous year and $34 million the next year — that just 
doesn’t cut it,” he said. “For this year’s budget, it would have 
been more than a million-dollar cut. The district would have 
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had to come up with more than a million dollars that it was 
contractually obligated to pay. The money has to come from 
somewhere.” 

The 2012-2013 budget is a $1.9 million increase to the 
$34.5 million 2011-2012 budget. The increase is a level-ser- 
vice budget, not a level-funded budget. Sapelli said a level- 
service budget builds in all the mandatory salary and other 
cost increases and keeps programs and staff intact, instead of 
making cuts required with a level-funded budget. 

Sapelli said it’s difficult to formulate a budget with so 
many variables each year, but he praised the work of the 
school committee (including the mayor, who acts as com- 
mittee chair) and the city council for their support in approv- 
ing the 2012-2013 budget. He said an open dialogue with 
them about the budgeting process led to much support for 
the current budget. 

“If people understand what we’re doing and why — they 
may not always agree — they’re more likely to approve the 
budget because it makes sense to them.”

Not just for kids 

He added that while the drop-in center is located in the 
high school, AARC is not just geared toward kids. “We’re 
here to help anyone — brothers, sisters, parents, grandpar- 
ents, spouses — who wants information on 
recovery methods or who wants to see what 
drugs look like. We also offer education for 
parents — from what their rights are as par- 
ents to drug and alcohol abuse recognition 
to how to get help for their child’s addic- 
tions.” 

Not only are there plenty of materials and 
information on substance abuse, but there is 
also the opportunity to talk one on one with 
Burke and DARE officers from the elemen- 
tary, middle, and junior high schools. “We 
don’t have all the answers, but we do have 
the time and ability to try and find answers 
to any questions we get,” Burke said. 

Burke and the DARE officers also volun- 
teer their time to staff the center on Wednes- 
day evenings, so there is no additional cost 
for the AARC. Burke said the center has been strongly sup- 
ported by both Mayor Richard A. Cohen and School Super- 
intendent William Sapelli. 

Burke has been the high school resource officer for the 
past two years. He said after spending nearly 13 years as a 
patrol officer on the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, he’s enjoying 
the opportunity to fulfill one of his career goals by serving as 
the school resource officer and running the drop-in center. 

“One of the reasons I became an Agawam police officer 
was to help people. When I was on patrol, I didn’t always 
have that chance because I was often going from call to call. 
I couldn’t spend as much time as I would have liked with 
people who needed my help.” 

The previous school resource officer, Mark Poggi, along 
with a concerned parent, originally developed the AARC in 
early 2010. It started as an eight-week pilot program, but 
when Burke became the school resource officer several 
months later, he asked for — and got — permission from his 
supervisor to restart the center. 

Taking a proactive stance 

The AARC was created in response to a major drug in- 

formation forum Agawam held in 2010, but Burke empha-

sized that the AARC isn’t designed to combat any increase 
in drugs in the town. 

“We didn’t start this program because Agawam has a drug 
problem — we don’t,” he said. “In fact, there has been a de- 
crease in drug use. We’re running the AARC because we 
want to take a proactive stance regarding substance abuse 
rather than a reactive one.” 

When people visit the center no names 
are asked and all conversations are kept 
confidential. Burke said the number of 
people visiting the center can vary from 
week to week. Some weeks only one or 
two people show up and other weeks 
there can be as many as 15 people who 
visit the center in one evening. 

“Were not trying to gather informa- 
tion on anyone who shows up. We want 
to help the people of Agawam — and we 
won’t turn anyone away who is seeking 
that help,” he added. “If we can help one 
or two people it’s worth it.” 

AARC is free and open to the pub- 
lic. Burke said the center is open ev- 
ery Wednesday except for Halloween, 
Thanksgiving eve, and during school vacations. For more

Committee determined “no parking” signs should be erected 
in the following locations: Along both sides of Moore Street 
starting at the intersection with Maple Street and extending 
a distance parallel to the corner of the Buccaneer Lounge; 
and along both sides of Moore Street starting at the intersec- 
tion with High and Church streets and extending the entire 
length of Moore Street to the second intersection with Valley 
Street. 

In addition, “dead end” signs will be placed at the intersec- 
tion of Moore and High streets; and at the first and second 
intersection of Moore and Valley streets. 

The committee also discussed investigating the legality 
and practicality of making a portion of Church Street a one 
way street leading away from High Street to the bend in the 
road, which would effectively create a four-way stop at the 
intersection instead of the existing five-way stop. 

The city council voted unanimously to approve the Com- 
munity Relations Committee’s recommendation. Councilor 
Gina Letellier was not present at the meeting.

Notes from the Music Room

This week, I would like to take up the 
enormous contribution to the music program 
made by Mary (Belcher) Callahan. I arrived 
in Agawam in 1955 to direct the high school 
band. With the sudden departure of the high 
school chorus director, I was asked if I would 
be able to fill in for a while in that area. 

Mary Belcher was a senior member of 
the chorus at that time and also served as 
the piano accompanist. She was one of four 
chorus members to win positions in the All- 
State Chorus and at graduation time received 
the Frederick Chopin Piano Award and the 
National Arion Award for Chorus. 

In 1972, we dedicated a full page of the 
printed program for “Sound of Music” to her 
and I would like to reprise some of that dedi- 
cation for the next couple of weeks. Mary 
Callahan, known as “Mom” to most of the 
chorus members, started giving her talents to 
Agawam High School while still a student in 
the school. An outstanding pianist and sing- 
er, she was a four-year member of the chorus 
and featured in a leading role in the concert 
production of the Gilbert and Sullivan oper- 
etta, “The Pirates of Penzance.” 

Our music program in Agawam has seen 
great progress in the years since she graduat- 
ed as a music major from Hartt College and 
returned to teach in our schools, first at the 
junior high and then for a while, both the ju- 
nior high and senior high and more recently 
as full-time choral director at Agawam High 
School.

Geraldine Schilling-Nordal and her husband, Reidar, visited his hometown 


of Alesund Norway this summer. 


AGAWAM - Geraldine Schilling-Nordal 
and her husband Reidar Nordal took the trip 
of a lifetime this summer, visiting Nordal’s 
hometown of Alesund Norway on a 35-day 
cruise that took them to four ports in Nor- 
way. 

The excursion brought the couple to 
Molde, Geiranger Fjord, Alesund and Ber- 
gen, said Schilling-Nordal, who had been to 
Norway in 1967, though she had never been 
to her husband’s hometown. The experience 
was one of lasting memories since they were 
met on the dock by a contingent of Nordal’s 
friends, including a school buddy, former 
neighbors and relatives. 

According to Schilling-Nordal — who 
retired from the Agawam Public School sys- 
tem after 46 years as an educator — the town 
of Alesund has a population of only 41,000 
and was incorporated in 1848. Following a 
devastating fire in 1904, which destroyed 
the town’s center, it was rebuilt in the art 
nouveau style using brick, mortar and stone 
gathered from all over the country. That style 
gave it a distinctive atmosphere and charac- 
ter all its own. Alesund is made up of three 
islands connected by underground subma- 
rine tunnels and is the country’s capital. 

While there, the Nordals visited the family 
grave adjacent to his church and the outdoor 
museum consisting of 50 houses dating back 
to the 1500s with overgrown thatched roofs. 


They also went up Mt. Aksla, a summit that 
afforded a view high above the city, Schil- 
ling-Nordal said. The couple also took a tour 
of Nordal’s old neighborhood and had the 
opportunity to snack with former neighbors. 

The couple also visited the narrow Gei- 
ranger Fjord, where they traveled up the 
north side to stand above the Seven Sister’s 
Waterdall before ascending Mt. Dalsnibba, 
which gave them a spectacular view of the 
fjord and surroundings below. 

“The ship looked like a pinhead,” Schil- 
ling-Nordal said. 

Besides Norway, the Nordals also revisited 
ports in Newfoundland, Greenland, Iceland, 
the Netherlands and Ireland, in addition to 
new ports in Torshavin in the Faroe Islands; 
Dublin, Ireland; Plymouth and Southamp- 
ton, England, and Seydisfjordur, Iceland, 
where, “There were more people on the ship 
than residents in the town,” Schilling-Nordal 
said. 

The most unusual day of their 35-day ex- 
cursion was in Akureyri, Iceland, where five 
buses from their ship, “The Maasdam” and 
seven from the “Celebrity Odyssey” both 
filled with curious passengers were follow- 
ing the same route. The trip included the 
waterfall Godafoss, the most spectacular in 
the country with a height of 36 feet and a 
breadth of 100 feet — which made it a min- 
iature Niagara Falls.

Relive age of candlelight at 
the Thomas Smith House 


The Agawam Historical Association will 
hold its second Annual Candlelight Eve- 
ning Friday, Oct. 19 from 6 to 8 p.m. at the 
Thomas Smith House located at 251 North 
West St. The public is invited to this, the fi- 
nal event of the 2012 season. 

In the early 1800s, the vast majority of 
poor families were still making candles at 
home. Candle making was an important job 
and often done by the children and women. 

At this time candles were made out of 
tallow, a substance rendered from the fat of 
sheep or cows, usually done when the fami- 
ly’s livestock was butchered for the winter. 

The tallow was melted in a large vat and 
boiled until the water was removed and the 
dirt skimmed away. Making tallow was dif- 
ficult as a change in temperature caused 
deformities. Tallow candles produced a 
foul-smell, creating noxious fumes and 
emanating a great deal of soot and smoke. 
Wicks were made of pieces of hemp dipped 
into saltpeter. Wicks were repeatedly dipped 


into the tallow to thicken them enough for a 
night’s use. Candle molds help to improve 
candle making. 

Colonists also used bayberry, which was 
readily available, however, extracting the 
wax was tricky. Eight pounds of berries 
would only yield one pound of wax. 

Also in the 1700s and 1800s, crystallized 
sperm whale oil produced a clean-burning 
wax candle and was used until the 1850s, 
again only available to those who could af- 
ford them. 

At this time candlelight was considered a 
luxury in use only a couple of hours a day. 
Colonists would have their evening meal 
just before sundown or shortly thereafter 
and then retire for the night. Hearth-cooked 
cornbread and stone soup will be served and 
period music will be provided by the “ne’er 
do wells.” This event is free and open to the 
public and is sponsored by the Hampden 
Bank Charitable Foundation.

AGAWAM -— There were high hopes heading into Aga- 
wam’s matchup against 0-4 Westfield, especially after Aga- 
wam quarterback Mike Vecchiarelli made a breakout perfor- 
mance against Cathedral last week.
